ST. Louis, April 30.—All the street 


railroads resumed operations this morn- 
ing. Everything is going on as before 
the strike. 
After the cars stopped 


running last night the conductors and 
drivers held a meeting and took pre- 
liminary steps to form a union. It was 
the opinion oi many of the men that 
the concessions, made by most of the 
companies would not be lasting unless 
they organized to protect themselves. 


The men engaged in the different 


breweries in the city have demanded a 
reduction of the boars of labor, and 
unless their demand is complied with by 
Monday next, they will strike.

already been noted in these columns. Hr. 
Priest, with characteristic determination and 
enterprise that never permits the grass to 
grow beneath his feet, has pulled ofl his coat 
and Is personally superintending the opera- 
tions that will result In displaying a noticeable 
change In the Interior arrangements of the hotel 
at an estimated outlay of 18.000 to 19,000. Last 
summer and fall the 70 rooms on the second and 
third lloora of the hotel, which furnish accom- 
modations for 150 guests, were all rcpapereil, 
repainted and refurnished In line style, antl 
iteam heating apparatus was introduced with 
the most satisfying results, thus doing away 
with a considerable amount of dirt and Incon- 
venience.
